The  Council  accepted  responsibility  for  35  difficult  Ante-Natal 
and  Labour  cases  at  the  Women’s  Hospital,  M’olverhampton,  and 
92  mothers  were  admitted  to  the  Rosemiary  Ednam  and  Sandfield 
House  Maternity  Homes  of  the  Staffordshire  County  Council.

Outworkers  Premises. 

No  case  of  infectious  disease  was  notified  during  the  year  at 
these  premises.  The  number  of  outworkers  premises  on  tiie 
register  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  Mb. 
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Moveable  Dwellings. 

During  the  year  J have  had  to  move  Ihh  Moveable  Dwellings 
from  iinlicenced  land.  These  people  are  a continual  source  of 
annoyance  and  nuisance  to  the  residents  nearby  where  they  pitch 
their  camps,  owing  to  the  fact  tliat  they  have  neither  water  nor 
sanitary  conveniences. 

Some  of  these  wanderers  are  not  decent  in  their  behaviour 
and  their  habits  are  of  a very  undesirable  nature.  In  my  opinion 
it  is  high  time  that  steps  were  taken  throughout  the  Country  to 
provide  camps  in  which  these  people  could  be  kept  under 
observation  and  attempts  made  to  make  them  cleaner  in  their 
habits  and  to  be  subject  to  some  form  of  law  and  order. 

I would  like  to  mentioned,  however,  that  the  local  Police 
have  at  all  times  been  very  helpful  to  me  in  removing  these 
undesirable  nomads  from  our  district. 

Housing. 

The  housing  situation  in  the  District  is  still  very  difficult 
due  to  old  and  worn-our  houses  that  require  speedy  demolition. 
The  question  of  repairs  in  many  cases  is  practically  beyond  the 
ken  of  human  ingenuity,  having  deteriorated  wholesale,  also  one 
must  realise  that  many  houses  have  been  affected  by  mining 
operations  and  that  demolition  is  the  only  suitable  method  of 
dealing  with  these. 

The  return  of  men  from  the  Forces,  with,  in  many  cases  their 
wives  and  children  has  somewhat  added  to  the  complexity  in  the 
number  of  families  in  houses,  not  necessarily  overcrowded 
according  to  the  Housing  Act  (Overcrowding)  1936,  but  creating 
family  upsets,  etc.  that  should  not  be,  if  a normal  way  of  life  was 
was  possible.  Thus  we  find  two  or  three  families  living  in  small, 
inadequate  houses,  where  the  birth  of  a child  at  home  is  somewhat 
of  a hardship  and  misery  for  the  occupants  of  such  houses. 

Added  to  this,  there  is  a shortage  of  materials  for  repairs  to 
old  houses  which  has  created  a serious  obstacle  in  the  way  of 
repair  to  many  houses  requiring  necessary  repairs,  therefore,  we 
hnd  in  practice  conditions  existing  which  would  otherwise  have 
been  somewhat  obviated  by  the  required  materials  being  available. 

While  one  understands  that  licences  are  issued  for  the  obtain- 
ing of  material,  yet  without  a priority  licence,  these  are  in  a very 
inadequate  supply  ; therefore,  owners  who  would  be  prepared  to 
carry  out  the  necessary  repairs  to  their  properties  are  unable  in 
many  cases  to  do  so. 
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Rodent  Control. 

In  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Food  (Inspection  Division) 
Circular  N.S.12  a Survey  of  private  premises  was  made,  involving 
the  treatment  of  infested  dwellings  and  those  suspected.  The 
great  difficulty  was  the  obtaining  of  men  for  the  purpose,  so  much 
so,  that  the  greater  portion  of  the  work  was  carried  into  effect  by 
one  man. 

Fortunately  we  had  no  major  infestations,  and  only  a few 
minor  infestations,  so  that  we  were  able  to  cope  with  the  treatments 


required.

All  the  249  houses  were  post  baited,  but  the  results 
were  practically  negative. 

Sewers. 

These  were  treated  during  the  year,  and  the  takes  very 
small,  so  much  so  that  we  can  say  that  they  are  almost  clear. 

The  sewerage  disposal  works  was  treated  and  the  results 
gratif3dng. 

It  is  only  by  regular  treatment  of  these  premises  that  one 
can  hope  to  keep  these  pests  down  to  the  minimum. 

Staff. 

In  my  opinion  it  is  essential  to  the  welfare  of  the  District 
that  we  should  have  two  additional  Sanitary  Inspectors,  also  a 
pupil  who  desires  to  become  a Sanitary  Inspector.

SECTION  D. 

HOUSING 

The  re-housing  of  families  from  overcrowded  and  unfit  houses 
is  on  a points  scheme  operated  under  the  Estates  Committee  of 
the  Council,  and  while  the  Health  Department  supplied  information 
where  possible,  it  did  not  take  part  in  the  selection  of  tenants. 

I am  not,  therefore,  in  a position  to  comment  on  the  extent  to  which 
overcrowding  was  relieved  during  the  year.  In  any  case  few  new 
houses  were  available  and  if  the  natural  increase  in  the  size  and 
number  of  families  is  taken  into  consideration  it  is  likely  that 
overcrowding  remained  substantially  the  same.

1 ho  position  of  tenants  in  unfit  houses  l)ec(mies  progressively 
worse.  Some  families  continue  to  occupy  houses  which  siiould 
have  been  dealt  with  for  demolition  under  the  Housing  Acts,  and 
the  enforcement  of  repairs  to  unfit  property  is  difficult  oM'ing  to 
shortages  of  labour  and  material.

It  will  be  seen  that,  with  the  exception  of  Pneumonia,  all  show 
a reduction.

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria. 

The  notifications  of  Diphtheria  dropped  to  16,  and  we  had  no 
death.  This  is  satisfactory,  but  the  percentage  of  immunised 
children  in  the  district  is  not  yet  sufficiently  high  and  an  outbreak 
of  diphtheria  could  still  be  dangerous  in  an  incompletely  protected 
community. 

A total  of  493  children  were  immunised  during  1946.  At  the 
end  of  the  year  about  41%  of  the  children  under  5 years  and  hO®,, 
of  those  aged  5 — 15  had  been  immunised. 

Scabies. 

This  condition  has  become  less  prevalent  but  19  adults  and 
59  children  were  treated  at  the  Bayer  Hall  Clinic. 
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Uncleanliness. 

Action  was  taken  through  the  School  Medical  Service,  and  we 
have  made  use  of  the  pamphlets  provided  by  the  Central  Council 
for  Health  Education.

Our  Health  Visitors  made  42  first  visits  and  1 ,498  re-visits 
to  tuberculosis  cases  during  the  year. 


The  Tables  on  pages  22  and  23  give  a summary  of  the 
development  of  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Service  since 
1934.  It  will  be  seen  that  there  has  been  a gradual  increase  in 
the  number  of  births  and  therefore  in  the  child  population,  and  this 
is  important  when  considered  in  relation  to  the  Health  Visiting 
staff  available.  It  will  be  noticed  in  the  Tables  that  the  amount 
of  Clinic  work  has  also  increased  and  of  course  this  has  resulted 
in  a reduction  of  the  time  which  the  nurses  can  devote  to  Home 
Visiting.  If  the  total  visits  both  for  Child  Welfare  and  tuberculosis 
are  taken  into  consideration  it  will  be  evident  that  the  total  work 
of  the  Health  Visitors  has  increased  considerably.
